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Preface 


Newar Buddhist people have been playing a significant role for 
flourishing of Buddhas's teaching in Kathmandu valley through different forms 
and aspects of Buddhism since the valley is inhabited by civics and craftsmen. 

The renowned artists made this valley with very beautiful shrines, 
pagodas, temples, monasteries and statues of gods, goddesses, Buddhas and 
Boddhisatvas. Newar Buddhist people have their own traditional values in 
their every social, cultural and daily dhamma practices. Moreover they have 
carried out various programs to spread out Buddhism to the people in society 
through indigenous organizations and so on. Their lives lead with dhamma 
practices. Newar Buddhist people have still been performing Buddhist ritual 
performances from birth to death of a person. 

Newar Buddhists have preserved Buddhism with various ritual practices 
in which different ritual elements are displayed. These ritual elements represent 
the symbol of triple gem (The Buddha, Dhamma and Shangh). Each ritual 
artifacts have their own meaning and importance. However due to some 
political situation and some other causes, the teaching lineage of Dhamma 
related to ritual performances has slowly been destroyed and time has slowly 
diverted people's mind to some modem technologies. 

Now few people know about the real meaning of these ritual elements. 
Most of people are following ritual performances as according to their 
traditions only. 

To enhance the real meaning and importance of Buddhist ritual elements 
Vishwa Shanti Library at first presented a booklet explaining about meanings of 
these ritual elements with pictures in an exhibition organized by Viswo Shanti 
Library which was held in Accheswor Maha Vihar, Pulchowk, Lalitpur from 
7 Poush to 10 Poush 2051 (Dec 1994). Most of the readers of the booklet have 
often suggested us to publish more booklets with some more pictures & their 
definations. This is a great opportunity for Vishwa Shanti Library to publish 
this booklet on the occasion of a conference on "The Buddhist Heritage of 
Nepal Mandala" initiated by Lotus Research Centre. We are very glad to 
publish this booklet with some more pictures with their definitions.

Vishwa Shanti Library

per, cloth or metal usually displayed during the performance of 
Vrata ceremonies, consecration of home, and an elaborate Fire 
Sacrifice Ceremony. 
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Rstcidcisi - A medicinal object 
consisting of eighteen different wooden substances rolled by a 
leaf with a String used in Homa sacrifice. 
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RjuchhQtrQ - A Special ritual umbrella 
used by the elders of Buddhist monaster¬ 
ies with a metalled chaitya on the pinnacle 
of the umbrella. It is also used for the newly 
ordained Buddhist monk during 
Cudakarma Ceremony.

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KqIqd - A ritual metal or bamboo 
container for keeping necessary offering 
objects for worshipping in cemetory places 
for offering to Kumari puja and also is 
secret tantric ceremonies. 

Kciyabhci - A ritual container used for offering vermillion and 
red powder to the deities and as an object of blessing to the 
devotees.

11. Kikipci - A metallic ornament usually made of 
silver used for decorating the headdren of any 
deity. It is also used as an representative of 
various deities.

It is used as object of offering to the main deity before the 
entrance of Buddhist Sangha or used as registration fee to 
perform any religious ceremonies.
